ENGLAND KKAI'ING A BIG PROFIT 


An exchange says: England demon- 


etised gold in India for her own se'.nsh 
and dishonest purposes.

000 ounces of silver at about $1 an 
ounce, and stamped her coinage mark 
upon it and sold it iu her transactions 
with her colonies at the rate of $1 32 
per ounce, England's ratio being 15.12 
of silver to 1 of gold, as against our 10 
of silver to 1 of gold. This proves that 
Mr. Carnegie's dear old mother bird is 
at least S per cent, more dishonest io 
her trade with her people than we are, 
for which I trust Mr. Carnegie will bow 
his head in shame.

Fatal Railroad Disaster.

CnABLOTTB, N. O., August 27.—One of 


the most disastrous railway wrecks known 
in thie State orecrred about 2 o'clock this 
morning at the Boston bridge near States 
ville on I he Western and Nottb Carolina 
road. The west-bound passenger, known 
as the fast mail, composed of the baggage, 
mail and first and second class coaches, 
Pullman sleeper 
and

Bridge's private car was with the paaaen 
gers. The sleeper usually contains a good 
number of passengers 
from

points, and last night was no exception 
Just after leaving Statesville there is a 
high stone bridge spanning Third creek, 
and down into the creek plunged the en- 
tire train, a distance of at least C5 feet, 
wrecking the whole train and carrying 
death and destruction with it. Twenty 
passenger* were killed outright, nine seri- 
ously injured and twenty badly braised. 
The night was dismal, and to add to the 
horror of the situation the water in the 
creek was up. It was only through the 
heroic eflorts of those who had hurried to 
the scene of the wreck that the injured 
were not drowned. 
The accident oc- 


curred by the spreading of the mils. 
The 


bridge was not injured and trains are now 
running on time. Twenty dead bodies are 
now lying in the warehouse at Statesville. 


Three bodies have not been identified. 


One of these is an old lady. Another is a 
lady with a ticket in her pocket winch 
reads Mrs.

lornia, between the first day of March and 
the first day of October of each year, 
hunts, pursues, takes, kills or destroys any 
quail, partridge or grouse, or any kind of 
wild duck or rail is guilty of a misde- 
meanor. 


Any person who, in any of tbe counties 


n tbe State of California, hunts, pursues, 
takes, kills or destroys any male deer, an- 
elope, mountain sheep or buck for the 
period of two years from the date of pass- 
age of this Act is guilty of a misdemeanor. 


The penalty ia a fine of $100 or one 


inndred days imprisonment or both. One- 
half of tbe money collected goes to the in- 
'ormer, one-quarter to the District Attor- 
ney and one-quarter to the Fish Commis- 
sion fund.
